Under 
such circumstanees thoughtful men are 
turning towards the dark horses; and of 
them all Hash J. Jewett seems to have 
the most support. It must be conceded 
that he has many good points. He has 
had a wide experience as a civil officer 
and as a railroad administrator. He has 
placed bankrupt corporations on a solid 
basis, and in doing so has preserved his 
reputation for integrity and advanc- 
ed his reputation for capacity. This 
makes him strong among business men; 
and as this is a period of prosperity, it is 
best thatthe party should have a can- 
didate who thoroughly represents ma- 
terial advancement. Then,too, heis pop- 
ular in New York and New Jersey. He 
has the good will of Mr. Tilden and Gov- 
ernor Robinson, and he would be ac- 
ceptable to Mr. John Kelly. He would 
unite the party in New York, and his 
personal popularity in New York, Ohio 
and New Jersey would go far towards 
putting those democratic states in line 
again.

Tne Iuteroceante Canal and the Mon- 
roe Doctriae. 

The policy of the United States govern- 
ment with respect to the interoceanic 
canal is historic. It is a policy which 
embodies the wisdom and forethought of 
the great statesmen who preceded the 
present generation of politicians, and 
who gave to our government prestige 
abroad and stability at home. It is a 
policy at once honorable, consistent, con- 
servative, unselfish and safe; and when 
we behold the occupant of the white 
house and the shallow politicians of con- 
gress engaged in an effort to reverse this 
policy and to give an essential false inter- 
pretation to what is known as the Mon- 
roe docrine, the spectacle is not one 
calculated to inspire confidence in the 
present or hope as to the future. When 
grave senators rise in their places and 

state that the proposition of M. DeLes- 
seps to construct a canal across the isth- 
mus has inflamed the minds of the peo- 
ple, and when metropolitan journals that 
ought, by reason of their position, to

sentatives reaflirmed the position taken 
by the senate, and adopted a resolution 
requesting the president to consider the 
propriety of opening negotiations with 
other nations for the purpose of con- 
structing “a ship-canal across the isthmus, 
“and of securing forever, by suitable 
“treaty stipulations, the free and equal 
“right of navigating such canal to all 
“nations.” In the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
of 1850 the policy of the United States is 
even more distinctly announced—that 
treaty declaring that neither the govern- 
ment of the United States nor the gov- 
ernment of Great Britain will obtain or 
maintain for itself any exclusive control 
over the proposed ship-canal, but that 
the canal, even in case of war between 
the two governments is to be neutral 
ground, and that the neutrality thereof 
is to be guaranteed, so that the canal is 
to forever remain open and free, 

This isthe historic policy of the gov- 
ernment, and it is in decided contrast to 
the attitude assumed by those who, either 
through ignorance or the instincts of 
demagogues are seeking to place the gov- 
ernment and the people of the United 
States in a false and ridiculous position 
before the eves of the world. The peo- 
ple of the country do not desire the his- 
toric policy of the government to be re- 
versed and its dignity compromised 
by a foolish misconception of the scope 
and purpose of the Monroe 
doctrine; they do not desire that politi- 
cal demagogues shall interfere with the 
construction of the canal. It is their 
policy and to their interest that the canal 
should be constructed, and when it is 
completed it istheir desire and their pur- 
pose to see that its neutrality as an inter- 
national highway of commerce is main- 
tained. Those who are attempting to 
defeat the work by declaring that the 
United States will take possession of the 
canal, no matter by whom it is construct- 
ed, have neither the sympathy nor the 
support of intelligent public opinion. 
Mr. Hayes’s recent message and the bun. 
combe resolutions adopted by the house 
of representatives, place the people of 
the country in a false position and seri- 
ously compromise the dignity which the 
government should maintain towards 
foreign powers and the influence which 
itshould exert in giving shape and direc- 
tion to international affairs. The pgople 
will not indorse any policy of obstruction 
which has demagogy or the influence of 
rival interests such as the Pacific rail- 
roads for its basis, and which proposes to 
abrogate treaties and override the princi- 
ples of international law. 

We have alluded to the misconstruc- 
tion of the Monroe doctrine. That doc- 
trine has no more bearing upon the con- 
struction of the proposed canal than it 
has upon the construction of a viaduct to 
the moon, save in the direction of pro- 
tecting ‘those who may invest their 
money. The history of the enunciation 
of that doctrine and its cause is simply 
this: After the destruction of the power 
of Napoleon, what was known as the holy 
alliance was formed. Its purpose was 
not only to strengthen the existing des- 
potisms, but to propagate new ones, and 
one of its first movements was to regain 
control over the South American repub- 
lics which had revolted. The attention 
of the United States was callad to this 
programme by Mr. George Canning, 
prime minister of England, and Mr. 
Monroe, in a message to congress, used 
the following language, and this is the 


basis of the Monroe doctrine: 


We declare that we should considerany attempt 
[of the allied powers] to extend their system to 
any part of this hemisphere as dangerous to our 

ce and rafety...... -With the governments who 
have deelared their independeuce and maintained 
it, and wyose independeuce we have on great 
consideration and on just principles acknowl- 
edged, we could not view any interposition for 
the purpose of oppressing them or controlling in 
any menner, their destiny by any European. 
power, in any other light than as the manifesta- 
tion of an unfriendly disposition toward the 
United States. 


It is clear, concise, brief and to the 
point, and embodies a vital fact with re- 
spect to the position and policy of the 
United States in the event of an attempt 
by a foreign power to coerce an Ameri- 
can republic. But the Monroe doctrine 
has always been a fine handle for the 
Orator Puffs and demagogues, and it will 
doubtless remain so. In the meantime, 
the vagaries of the demagogues and the 
international policy of the government 
are not to be confounded, albeit both 
may bein a manner historic. If M. de 
Lesseps sees his way clear to construc- 
ting the canal let him proceed, for we 
should be giad to see the project escape 
falling into the hands of American **job- 
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dasher every time he thinks about the war.

The Rate Committee. 

The rate committee of the Southern rail- 
way and steamship association will be in 
session in this city to-day. This comunittee 
was appointed at the last meeting of the 
association which was held in Atlanta in 
January last. The committee consists of 
the following railroad officiels: Virgil 
Powers, general com missioner of the South- 
ern railway and steamship association; 
Robert A. Anderson, general freight agent 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad; EF. R. 
Dorsey, general freight agent of the Georgia 
railroad; Juhn B. Peck, superintendent of 
the South Carolina railroad; W. G. Raoul, 
superintendent of the Southwestern rail- 
road; Sol Haas, general freight agent 
of the Richmond and Danville railroad; 
A. Pope, general freight agent of the Atlan- 
tic Coast-Line; Jiu. MceCavrick, agent of the 
Clyde line at Norfolk, Va ; W. H. Stanford, 
general freight agent of the Old Dominion 
line; EK. P. Wilson, general freight agent of 
the Cincinnati Southern railroad; -E. B. 
StahIman, general freight agent of the Lou- 
isville and Nashville railroad. 

Mr. Powers is the chairman of the com- 
mittee, and C. A. Sindall, secretary. Nearly 
all of the members of the committee reached 
Atlanta yesterday, and those who are be- 
hind are expected to arrive this morning. 
In attendance upon the meeting of the com- 
mittee are quite a number of the leading 
railroad officials whose companies are mem 
bers of the association. It is supposed that 
they are here for the purpose of looking af- 
‘ter the interests of their respective lines, 
and also for the purpose of consulting with 
the members of the committee upon some 
changes which will probably be made. In 
advance of the meeting it is impossible to 
say what will be done, but we iearn that 
there will be several changes made in rates 
on through freight, Some of the members, 
we hear, areof theopinion that through 
rates will have to be increased very sligbtiy, 
so asto make up a loss caused by the 
decrease of local rates. 


Railroad Commission. 

The railroad commission has sent the ac- 
companying circular to all the railroads. 
They desire to hear from communities or 
people who have complaints or information 
to lay before them. 

Several railroad delegations have called 
on the commission, and as some revisions 
will be made, and the law requires the pub- 
lication ofsuch for four consecutive weeks, 
it is probable that the tariff cannot take ef- 
fect until about the last of April. 

The desire of the commission seems to be 
to stop all discrimination, and to do justice 
to the people and the railroads: 

CIRCULAR NO. L. 

OFFICE OF THE RAILROAD CoMMISSION OF GEOR- 
GIA, ATLANTA, GA., March 2, 1880.—The tariff 
herewith furnisnei for yout information has 
been adopted as a standard "schedule of just.and 
reasonable rates of chafges,’’ which the law re- 
quires to be prepared by this commission for each 
railroad company of the state. It will constitute 
the basis upon which such changes of rates may 
be engrafted from time to time as justice m-y re- 
quire. We have not been able, witb the informa- 
tion at our command, to determine with sufficient 
certainty the extent and character of the diversity 
of conditions among the various railroads of the 
state, and the possible corresponding diversity of 
tariffs which may be ultimately reqmired. For 
this reason we have coxcluded to make tne tariff 
uniform, leaving it to each of the ¢vmpanies in- 
terested to point out to us wflerein its operations 
would be unjust of tinequal to itself. 

The law requires that our tariff shall be pub- 
. lished once a week for four weeks in some public 
newspaper in the cities of Atlania, Augusta,

A Large Emigration of Thrifty Citi- 
zens and ‘Agriculturalists. 

We learn from Major W. J. Houston, G 

PrP. &T. A., of the Atlanta and Charlotte 

Air-Line, that there is a detided mevement 


of immisrants from Alsace, Lorraine, in 
France, to this country. A party of fifteen, 
men, women and children, arrived in New 
York a few days ago. They are pioneers 
of a large number who will reach hefe next 
month and in the fall, Their eyes 
are turned towards the Piedmont 
belt. Alsace-Lorraine is a eotton mi&nufac- 
turing distriet, and many of the immigrants 
are operatives from the cotton miils. The 
larget proportion are farmers. Mr. J. H. 
Diss Debar, of New York. a native of France, 
who has for a long time devoted himself to 
the work of sending information to his 
countrymen concerning this section re- 
centiy addressed a letter to Mr. H. I. Kim- 
ball, president of the Atlanta cotton facto- 
ry, propounding the following questions: 

What are the wages paid to spinners 
and weavers, male and feniale, according to 
age and skill? 

What are the weekiy rates of board for 
such hiaads in your vicinity? 

What is the rent of dwelling houses for 
families of this kind? 

What number of hands would be certain 
of employment about your mills? 

Would you enterinto acontract toadvance 
the fare from New York to your mills for 


Albany, Macon, Savannah, Rome and Columbus, 
before going into effect. 

The interval occupied by the publication will 
furnish to the railroad companies and the public 
the opportunity of pointing out to the eontniis- 
sion at an early day the particularsiu which they 
may think the tariff submitted will operate un- 
ered to the -respective railrvads, localities and 

ntereste afferted by it. such suggestions, when 
made under our rules, will be considered with- 
out Unnecessary delay by the commission, and if 
well founded in .their opinion, changes in the 
tariff will be miade to correct the Wrong écom- 
plained of.
